A veritable army of White Russian refugees, thou- 
sands of whom fled to China during the Rus- 
sian Revolution and are still living there, is at 
present being organised by the Japanese in the 
areas of China under Japanese control. | 

It is estimated that the number of White Russians 
at present living in the occupied areas, or in 
Settlements and Concessions surrounded by 
the Japanese, totals approximately 33,000, 
25,000 of whom are in Shanghai. 


The Japanese began their cam- 
paign by starting a special “volun- 
teer” corps of White Russians ‘in 
Tsingtao. All male Russians, be- 
tween 18 and 55 were invited to 
enrol, 


they “volunteered” it would be 
“difficult” for them to continue re- 
siding in Tsingtao. 

A number of Russians disabwene 
ed after this warning and to-day it 
is stated that the “volunteers” in 


Recruiting did not at first pro-

. Instructions About 
Shelters i 


. Full fidstactions to owners of factories and 
commercial buildiiigs abéut the provision of air 
raid protection for their employees have been issu- 


ed by the Government in a White Paper. 


These instructions are contained in a code, 
which, as stated in the Civil Defence Bill, must be 
observed by all employers of more than 50 persons 


in vulnerable areas. 


A list of areas considered 


vulnerable by the Government was issued later. 


‘The shelters, according to the code, need not be 
gas-proof, but should be so constructed as to be 
capable of. being. made gas-proof without undue 
difficulty should the need be found to arise in an 
emergency. This represents a. big change in earlier 


Government policy on anti-gas protecti 


Whatever shelter is constructed, 
it must be so located and boldly 
marked that everyone can reach 
their allotted place in daylight or 
after dark within. five niinutes of 
the alarm. 


TWO METHODS 


Two general methods of protect- 
ing personnel are recommended: 

Isolated shelters above‘ dr be- 
low the ground, trench shélters, 
or tunnel shelters outside the 
buildings, 

Shelters within 
for which there 
types. 

(a) Covered trench or tunnels’ 

‘, constructed under. the ground 
floor of the factory. 

(b) Existing basements. 

(c) Suitable rooms, corridors, 
and so on, strengthened where 
necessary, 

(dj) Specially built shelters 
within the factory buildings, or 
in lean-to’s. 

For shelters wholly o1 partly be- 
low ground level there is to be not 
less than six square feet of floor 
area, 50 cubic feet capacity and 25 
square feet of wall, floor and roof 
‘surface area for each person in the 
shelter, 

To minimise casualties from a 
direct hit, shelters should be limit- 
ed to 50 persons. If more than 50 
are accommodated, strongly divi- 
ding walls must be built between 
the’ parties, and the total must be 
limited to 200 persons, 

Shelters must be not less than 
25 feet apart in any direction, and 
40 to 50 feet ig preferred where 
space permits. 

’ PROVISION FOR KEY MEN 

In case one entrance ‘is blocked, 
each shelter must have two entran- 

. ges situated as far as possible from 
each other. 

‘Shelters inside buildings should 
be located below or at ground-ftoor 
level; Only in. exceptional cases 

, May they be provided higher than 
the ground floor.

“owing to the vital character of the 
work on which the employees are 
engaged, it is imperative, 
serious dislocation of work, that 
they should have shelter accommo- 
dation as near scence of their nor- 
mal activities as possible.” 


Where basements are fortified it 
is thought that some strengthening 
of floors will be required . in most 
Steam, gas, compress- 
ed air, ‘refrigerating - components 
and chemieals, it is stated, are 
sources of danger. If shelters must 
be in the vicinity of such services, 
steps should be taken to divert 
them. . 


Standard requirements for later- 
al and overhead protection and for 
the materials to be used in the 
construction of shelters are given 
in ane code.

BRITAIN ABROAD. 


. A Conservative member °ven- 
tured to say recently that the 
great majority of the people of 
Britain were in favour of a pact 
of mutual assistance with the 
Soviet Union.

It is unkind,..of course, 
of the Opposition to keep badger- 
ing’ Mr. Chamberlain about the 
long delay in fixing anything up 
with Russia, but it is not, as he 
tried rather peevishly to make 
out the other day, merely “par- 
tisan.””

Even with uninterrupted access to 
Rumania for oil and Sweden for 
iron ore, she would have difficulty 
in filling in war-time requirements, 
and would encounter grave trans- 
port problems. In other important 
raw materials, the position is no 


~petter, At ” 
fifth of rubber requirements are 
satisfied by Buna, even in peace- 
time. Not more than one-third of 
the requirements of textile fibre are 
satisfied by artificial fibres, and in 
this the position has been worsen- 
ed by the acquisition of Czecho- 
slovakia. In non-ferrous metals, 
she depends upon foreign sources 
for all her nickel, nearly all her 
copper, most of her lead, and some 
of her zinc, and would in war- 
time have adequate supplies avail- 
able only of aluminium and magne- 
site, In timber, she is self-suffi- 
cient, now that the forests of Cze- 
choslovakia are available for des- 
truction. And in coal and lignite 
she is more than self-sufficient. The 
list, as a whole, is unimpressive.

SCHMELING FOUGHT AND CAUSED: By 


THE GREATES 


HE crowd poured out of Madi- 

son Square Garden. They had 

just seen Joe Louis, the Dark An- 

gel, unleash a dynamic right hand 

and.knock out Paolino Uzcudun, 

famous Basque fighter, for the first 
time in his life. 

Breathlessly the fans discussed that 
murderous punch, but few of them 
noticed the stern-faced, well-built ‘man 
who drew his two companions into a 
darkened door of a tailor’s shop, just 
on the corner of Broadway, and said 
with gutteral earnestness: 

“J vill tell you someding, Choe, I 
will knock ‘im oud.” . 

Not one of those hurrying people re- 
cognised Max Schmeling talking with 
Joe Jacobs, his manager, and Max 
Macon, his trainer. And the whole of 
“i v t 0 
the ex-heavyweight champion of the 
world was preparing the stage for the 

_ greatest upset in boxing’s history. 

When Max Schmeling was matched 
with the Sepia Slugger, storms of deri- 
sion swept the boxing world. How 
could this washed-up German last even 
three rounds with the sullen faced 
negro! True Schmeling was _ once 
heavyweight champion of the world, 
Dut that was long ago. He was 32 now, 
had been beaten by ordinary fighters. 
He was lamb to the slaughter, he 
would lie, a broken wreck, on the path 
of Joe Louis’s climb to the heavyweight 
championship of the world. The negro 
kid was undefeated, only two men had 
gone the distance with him, and the 
last man to join these two would surely 
be the battle-scarred German veteran. 

Fight Scorned 

The American press poured scorn on 
the fight; made fun of Schmeling, pull- 
ed the leg of the volatile Joe Jacobs. 
Through it all, Max retained a calm- 
ness, a dignity and an_ unswerving 
faith in his own ability that was curi- 
ously impressive. 


At last came the fatal night, ‘and

thousands poured into Yankee Stadium, 
sadistically eager for the holocaust.
